PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Puhlic  HeaJ-th  Depar  La- 
ment for  1970. 

The  numi-ier  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  twenty-fair,  re- 
presenting a decrease  of  one  from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  There  ijere 

no  registered  stillbirths,  but  one  infant  was  registered  as  having  died  t^f?re 

ic>^0 fcutXTH 

the  end  of  the  first  week  of  life^  No  woman  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy, 
childbirtli  or  abortion. 

Tlie  number  of  registered  deaths  was  thirty-seven,  an  increase  of  one  over 
the  previais  year.  Twelve  people  died  of  heart  disease,  eight  of  ’ stroke  t and 
two  of cancer. 

There  was  a moderate  epidemic  of  measles  during  this  year,  perhaps 
corresponding  with  the  temporary  withdrawal  of  ifeasles  Vaccine.  No  new  case  of 
tuberculosis  was  notified  and  no  person  died  of  the  disease.  In  order  to  trace 
all  contacts  of  a notified  case  of  tuberculosis,  the  Department  works  in  con- 
junction witLi  the  local  chest  physician. 

In  my  Annual  Report  last  year,  I referred  to  the  risks  of  tobacco  siiioking. 
This  year  we  are  aware  of  the  increasing  practice  among  young  people  of  another 
sort  of  smoking  - the  smoking  of  cannabis.  This  is  part  of  a very  disturbing 
development  - the  increase  in  Drug  Abuse  in  generaE.  Illicit  drug  taking  on  a 
large  scale  is  a relatively  nev;  phenomenon  in  this  country,  and  until  the  last 
decade  it  was  confined  to  the  London  area;  the  drug- takers  could  then  be  nui.>- 
bered  in  scores,  and  most  of  then  were  unfortunate  patients  v^o  had  suffered  from 
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diseases  which  had  recessitated  the  prescription  of  these  drugs. 

Taen  the  situation  changed.  People  began  to  teJte  other  kinds  of  drugs  - 
some  of  these  drugs  had  only  recently  been  synthesized  - and  a new  class  of  young 
person  was  introduced  to  the  pernicious  habit.  The  nunber  of  young  addicts  to 
the  hard  drugs  (heroin,  morphia  and  cocaine)  escalated  at  an  alarming  rate,  and 
new  legislation  was  introduced  to  control  the  drugs  and  to  deal  with  the  offenders 
Special  treatment  centres  .^re  established  in  1968  to  treat  registered  addicts, 
and.  the  prescribing  of  these  hard  drugs  was  restricted  to  certain  doctors  only. 

It  has  become  apparent,  however,  that  as  soon  as  one  drug  is  controlled, 
another  tskes  its  place.  Tlie  taking  of  Amphetamines  (»pep  pills”)  by  mouth  was 
followed  by  the  infection  of  Aiiphetamines  into  the  veinj  the  talcing  of  barbit- 
urates by  mouth  is  even  now  being  followed  by  their  iuection,  and  the  results 
are  horrifying  and  the  damage  permanent.  Cannahis  smoking  is  becoming_a  not  un- 
common habit,  and  Lysergic  acid  dieihylamide  (LSD)  is  now  widely  available. 

Indeed  LSD  is  easily  administered  to  anybody  without  his  knowledge,  because  it  is 
colourless,  odourless  and  tasteless  and  it  is  potent  in  minute  dosage  - one  ounce 
will  yield  300,000  adult  doses.  Apart  frora  the  possible  imaiediate  disastrous 
effects,  tile  taking  of  only  one  dose  of  LSD  may  cause  recurring  mental  illness, 

requiring  admission  to  a mental  hospital. 

We  mst  be  on  our  guard  at  this  time  of  accelerating  social  change  to  pro- 
tect our  adolescent  population  against  these  hazards.  We  mst  be  aware  of  tiie 
risks  of  drug- taking,  and  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a hierarchy  of  danger,  which 
is  by  no  means  static,  due  to  new  uses  of  known  drugs,  and  the  appearance  of  new 
drugs  upon  the  illicit  market.  These  new  drugs  may  have  to  be  controlled  from 
time  to  tir.©,  for  as  the  Ex]©rt  Gomnittee  on  Drug  Dependence  of  the  World  Health

Organization  states  "It  mst  he  enphasized  tliat  risk  to  pihlic  he.gath  is  the  prime 
determining  factor  in  deciding  for  or  against  control  of  a particuloJ*  type  of 
drug" . 

Society  mst  not  tolerate  those  who  introduce  adolescents  into  this  so  called 
"drug  scene"  and  the  penalties  for  "drug  pushers"  and  "drug  pedlars"  mst  he 
severe.  Drug  taking  is  largely  a coramnal  hahit,  and  the  scene  of  most  of  the 
despicable  drug  trade  is  the  coffee  har,  public  house,  dance  hall,  discotheque 
and.  club.  One  club  manager  was  alleged  to  have  told  the  police  "a  beat  club 
without  drugs  is  like  a pub  without  beer  - it  just  does  not  happen" . 

Let  us  be  intelligently  aware  of  this  problem  which  exists  here  and.  now,  so 
that  we  can  attempt  to  prevent  its  escalation  in  our  own  district,

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During  the  year  thiriy-one  advisory  visits  were  made  to  local  food  premises 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  taJce  any  enforcement  action,  co-operation  from 
traders  loeing  readily  forthcoming.  The  greatest  difficulty  is  of  course  ex- 
perienced \/hen  dealing  \i±ih  "casual”  traders  i.e.  mohiie  vehicles  and  stall- 
holders who,  hy  the  nature  of  their  "business,  are  here  today  and  gone  today. 
Clearly  a very  sound  case  for  registration  of  all  such  traders  and  inspection 
before*' registration  can  be  put  forward  and  such  would  materially  assist  in 
obtaining  a satisfactory  standard  of  hjgiene  and  furthermore,  one  which  is  more 
equitable  x>jith  standards  demanded  from  resident  traders. 

17.  K&BICETS 

The  Council  own  and  lease  to  local  auctioneers  a cattle  market  which 
operates  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays  of  alternate  weeks.  It  is  unfortuna'te  tha,t 
the  siting  of  this  market  makes  it  impossible  to  expand  ■vjith  the  obvious  result 
that  tlie  undoubted  potential  is  limited  by  the  facilities  available.  Cleansing 
of  the  laart  is  carried  out  bj'"  direct  labour  a,nd  it  is  clear  that  measaires  will 
have  to  1:>e  taken  to  reduce  the  cost  involved  and  to  malce  sca:!B  of  the  present 
time  involved  available  for  other  commitments. 

Alternate  Tuesdays  see  also  a street  market,  at  present  held  in  St.  Thomas 
Street  and  on  The  Common.  This  mnrket  causes  a good  deal  of  congestion  in  its 
imr®diate  vicinity  and  although  traders  pay  a stall  fee  to  the  Council  they 
have,  at  present,  no  security  of  "pitch".  It  is  well  known  that  stall  traders 
place  a great  deal  of  importance  on  being  able  to  retain  their  own  regular  site 
and  a scheme  to  ensure  this  and  reduce  congestion  of  streets  is  being 
planned,
